But during the first week of June, the trajectory 
of the fundraiser took an interesting and unexpected turn 
when Associate Principal Kevin Tavares unveiled his own 
stash of 480 canned and dry goods. He then challenged 
the students to collect another 480 to match within a 
fortnight, promising that, if the students succeeded in 
beating Tavares' total, he would spend the night sleeping 
on the roof of Center School. That, of course, sent the 
students scurrying for food. 

Beth Oleson and Jaime Balsis of the health

demonstrating how easy it can be to make a difference. 

"It's also a way of giving back to the community/' 
said Oleson. "The community is very good to us." 

Over the coming weeks, the grade levels started 
to challenge each other in a competition to see which 
grade could collect the most cans, and soon students 
were hanging shamrocks and other symbols on walls and 
windows representing each student who donated food. 

"Everybody kind of took a different spin on it," 
said Oleson. 

Grade 2 ultimately was the winner, having 
collected 455 food items for the food pantry shelves. 

And meanwhile, staff members were participating 
in a little challenge of their own. They each contributed a 
small entry fee of sorts and pooled their money together 
in a friendly wager to see who could lose the most weight 
between the end of February vacation and the start of 
April vacation. The winner would get the pool of money. 

Tavares won that competition and he took his 
winnings to the grocery store and purchased the 480 food 
items to donate to the food pantry.

Invasion!

It has been a spring season scented with lily of 
the valley, lilacs, and freshly mowed grass, while being 
colorized by red tulips, brilliant yellow daffodils, and 
deep purple columbine. It is the spring we dreamed of in 
January and February as our gardening hearts were in the 
deep freeze. You'd think that nothing could tarnish this 
verdant phase, not a single thing. Alas, that is not the case 
- munch, munch, slither, slither. 

By the time you read this, the obvious parts of 
the invasion may be nearly over, the damage done, losses 
counted in the thousands of dollars. I'm talking about 
winter moth caterpillars. I'm talking about the millions 
of worms covering homes, hanging on invisible webs 
from nearly every leaf and tree limb. I'm talking about an

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invasion of catastrophic proportions. 

For the past several years, southeastern 
Massachusetts has been infested with the Canadian 
winter moth. Not unlike Canadian geese, once just a 
migratory visitor, this Canadian import is also here to 
stay 

My own unhappy experience with this season's 
onslaught of worms was preceded by an earlier event. 

About six years ago, this area sustained a cyclical 
invasion of gypsy moths. Thick, hairy, undulating 
blankets of caterpillars covered every surface outside our 
home, including the exterior of the house. 

Nothing brought me greater pleasure than 
returning home after a day in corporate hell, oops.

I mean, a day at the office and enjoying our lovely 
property One evening upon returning home and entering 
the backyard, I was completely enveloped in webs. It was 
like walking into a thick atmosphere of invisible threads 
that covered me from head to toe. Once my eyes adjusted 
and I could see beyond my nose, I found the backyard 
had become a science fiction movie. Every limb of the 
massive oak trees that were a feature of the backyard bore 
thousands of caterpillars parachuting in on silk. It was 
apocalyptic in scope. 

Though we tried to persevere over the coming 
days, fighting the caterpillars with every known 
treatment along with a few we invented, nothing stopped 
the invasion. The gypsy moth caterpillars were winning. 
That was when I lost my mind. 

I insisted the trees be cut down. Five humungous 
oak trees that had provided shade for decades were 
surgically removed from the property I am not proud 
- 1 feel regret and guilt. But what is done is done. We 
marveled at how wonderful the sunlight was as it shone 
down upon us. 

Then came the Canadian winter moths. Guess 
what they love to eat - maple trees. 

In our front yard we have four very large maple 
trees. The main entrance to our home is situated directly 
under a glorious Japanese red maple, now a drive-thru 
fast food venue for the winter moth caterpillars. These 
invaders eat, hence defecate, all over the front steps.

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The tops of our brand new trash and recycle containers 
are literally peppered black with caterpillar fecal matter. 
Nature will have its way. 

Web-based research has turned up little in the 
way of hope, but here's what I found. 

Scientists at the University of Massachusetts 
Amherst, led by Entomologist Joseph Elkinton, released 
about 2,000 parasitic flies at the Trustees of Reservations' 
Rocky Narrows Reservation in Sherborn, Mass back 
in May 2014 to control winter moth caterpillars. This 
particular fly succeeded in controlling the moths in Nova 
Scotia and the Pacific Northwest, according to the UMASS 
website. 

The flies lay their eggs right on the leaves so 
when the caterpillars eat them, they hatch inside the 
caterpillar and develop into a larval fly. In May, the winter 
moth caterpillars form pupae in the soil. The pupae 
containing the larval flies inside will soon die and the 
adult fly emerges the next spring to continue the cycle, 
attacking the caterpillars. 

According to Elkinton, the fly will eventually 
subdue winter month population to less harmful levels. 

"That is what happened in Nova Scotia, where 
the fly was introduced in the 1950s, and where winter 
moths have been at low levels ever since," states Elkinton 
on the website. 

I learned that the caterpillars feed on the leaf buds 
as well as leaves, but if conditions are right, and the tree

has not been too heavily stressed from previously attacks 
or other problems, they will produce a second budding 
and leafing. The tree will most likely survive. But the year 
upon year eating away at the trees coupled with drought 
will have a long-term negative impact on our trees. Tree 
City USA, how I loved thee! 

Some locations in town may not notice 
the caterpillars, while other neighborhoods will be 
grotesquely shredded one leave at a time. One thing 
remains a harsh reality - these pests have established 
themselves and have no natural local enemy to keep them 
in check. 

After feeding on the leaves, the caterpillars come 
down to the ground where they pupate in the soil for 
the summer. Around Thanksgiving, as the days grow 
shorter and you turn on the outside lights to illuminate 
the path to your welcoming bountiful hearth, family and 
friends will have to fight their way through the flutter of 
thousands of tiny white moths - our Canadian visitors are 
here to stay - eh. 

I couldn't find any information confirming that 
the parasitic flies will in fact be released in Mattapoisett, 
but if anyone with authority over cyzenis albicans (aka: 
moth killers) is reading this, please use my property 
as a base camp for any moth eradication study. My 
grandparents may have emigrated from Canada; 
however, as far as I'm concerned, the bugs need their 
visas revoked.

This past Sunday, June 7, a group of Renaissance 
and medieval history enthusiasts donned their gowns and 
shiny armor, and brought their bows and arrows, swords, 
and axes to a farm in Rochester for the 2015 Baronial 
Thrown Weapons and Archery Championship. 

The event, held by The Society for Creative 
Anachronism, was far from just a spectator event with 
21 st Century guests looking on as the noble lords and 
ladies, knights, axe throwers, and medieval archers 
reenacted history. No, even the guests to SC A events go 
medieval and dress the part to participate in creating the 
atmosphere of the Middle Ages and Renaissance periods. 

The SCA is an international nonprofit 
organization " dedicated to the preservation, research 
and recreation of the crafts, arts, and experiences of the 
Middle Ages and Renaissance." 

Baroness Molly, AKA Mali Lim, and her 
husband, Baron Ceawlin, AKA Ken Howe, are the 
elected figureheads of the Southeastern Massachusetts 
SCA called "The Barony of Smoking Rocks." They help 
organize and attend medieval events all over the South 
Coast, Cape Cod, and the Islands that involve armored 
combat demonstrations, medieval dance, brewing and 
winemaking, and music, among a number of other things. 

The active group welcomes members of the 
public or anyone interested in the history of those time 
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periods, and will even lend out costumes to newcomers 
who wish to try on what it feels like to submerge oneself 
in the history and culture. 

"The name of our group, 'Smoking Rocks/ 
refers to the explorations and chronicles of English sailor 
Bartholomew Gosnold along the Massachusetts coastline 
in the 1600s," said Lim. 

A group at the University of California Berkeley 
founded The Society for Creative Anachronism 50 years 
ago, and the local group was started 40 years ago as 
students left California and moved to the east coast, 
bringing their traditions with them. Lim said the groups 
are scattered all over the United States and other countries 
abroad.

3D Printer Arrives at ORR

If you walk into Tom Norris' technology 
classroom at Old Rochester Regional High School these 
days, you'll likely see a student or two hovered over 
an 8x8x8-inch gray cube lit from within making some 
random, non-rhythmic robotic noises. What you would 
see before you is the future of technology at ORR in the 
form of a long-anticipated 3D printer. 

Drew Robert was determined to bring the 3D 
printer to ORR before the school year was through. So, 
with the support of Norris, Robert's technology teacher, 
the ORR junior started a fundraising effort to raise the 
money to purchase a 3D printer for the school back in 
December, shooting for a total of $1,250 in donations by 
April. 

On Monday, June 1, the 3D printer arrived at 
ORR to the delight of Robert and a number of other 
enthusiastic students. And since that day, during school 
hours, it's been running pretty much non-stop printing 
out three-dimensional, brightly colored pieces of plastic 
shaped in the form of whatever the students want it to be. 

The students have been printing out ORR-themed 
key chains, robots, a bottle opener, and a bulldog or two. 
What was the first thing the students programmed the 
printer to create? What else, but a batarang like Batman's?

On Monday, June 8, one week after the box 
was delivered and opened, Robert and sophomore 
Adam Perkins were in the middle of the technology lab 
classroom watching the 3D printer making a model of a 
rocket - green filament strand by filament strand. 

"We've been messing around with different 
designs," said Perkins. Perkins, who recently began to 
show interest in the 3D printer, has joined Robert as two 
of the most enthusiastic technology students at ORR. 
They now spend every minute of study and free time 
in Norris' room, programming the printer to churn out 
different prototypes of items they intend to sell at the 
school store, and anything else they want to try out.

app on a smart phone, which Perkins had open in his 
hand scrolling through all the different buttons and 
options featured in the app. 

Perkins said as soon as he heard the 3D printer 
was coming to ORR, he leapt at the chance to be one of 
the pioneers at the school to learn how to use it and watch 
it work. 

"And ever since then Fve been so excited to use 
it," said Perkins. Robert said Perkins was one of the first 
students to show excitement that matched his own. 

Robert had raised about $400 from donations, and 
then turned to the ORR Student Council and pitched the 
idea of purchasing the 3D printer. The council thought 
it was a great idea and contributed another $700 toward 
the endeavor. The price of the 3D printer was less than 
anticipated because the specific model they hoped to buy 
was not in stock at the time. Robert settled for a slightly 
less expensive model for $999 and was able to buy $200 
worth of the colored plastic filament to go with it. 

Now it seems the possibilities for what the 
students can make with it are endless. 

"If you can think it, you can build it," said 

Perkins. 

Norris said he is thrilled with the enthusiasm 
Robert had shown towards raising the funds and now 
shows with his dedication to learning how to master the 
technology. 

"We tried last year to get one," said Norris, but 
he and Robert were unsuccessful in getting the financial 
support they needed. "We figured we'd give it another 
shot this year. And the Student Council came through for 
us." 

Norris said he watches Robert and Perkins as 
they use their laptops to connect to the school's Wi-Fi, 
download designs, upload them to the cloud, and send 
them to the printer to make. 

"It amazes me how interested they are in making 
it work," said Norris. "It also amazes me the technology 
they use to make it work." 

Norris admitted, as a technology teacher, he is not 
up to speed with the 3D printer and how to operate it, but 
he is inspired by the students' perseverance. Even when

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they fail to get the printer to do exactly what they want it 
to do, Norris said the two never give up. 

"If I had my way," said Norris, "I'd have about 20 
of them. I'd make it more of an entire class." 

That's likely not going to happen in the near 
future, but for now Norris is happy to watch the 
unfolding of a new era in the technology department at 
the school with Robert and Perkins leading the way. 

"They make it look so easy," said Norris." I'm 
absolutely impressed."

Chairman Richard Nunes, was to save the town money 
by stretching out the three-percent annual performance- 
based step rate that non-union employees get every year. 
Nunes said the article proposed a longer time frame for 
advancing in step rates, which stops at step 10, currently 
at 10 years. Eldridge, however, was already poised at the 
microphone to speak in opposition to the article before 
Nunes even began to speak. 

Eldridge challenged selectmen to overhaul the 
entire Compensation Plan for the employees and "fix all 
the deficiencies" instead of amending just one piece of 
it. This was followed by some confusion over motions 
made to adopt and to indefinitely postpone and which 
one should be voted on first. The motion to indefinitely 
postpone the article passed. 

Assessor Diana Knapp left the doors of Rochester 
Memorial School after Town Meeting adjourned angry 
over an article that was rejected by voters due to what she 
considered unclear explanations by selectmen and Town 
Counsel Blair Bailey, which she said was confusing to 
voters. She said the article was presented "in poor taste." 

Article 22 proposed allowing elected members 
of the Board of Assessors to serve in appointed positions 
under the direct supervision of the Board of Assessors.

Knapp said the problem for voters was not in the 
article itself, but with the way the article was put on the 
warrant. Selectmen, during one of their meetings, decided 
to remove the article, and subsequently Knapp collected 
ten signatures to have the article placed back on the 
warrant, which selectmen did.

aren't supporting it and you got your wish. . ." 

However, Selectman Parker was on vacation 
during the meeting and the days following when 
selectmen voted to return the article to the warrant, 
acknowledged Knapp. 

"It wasn't a clean article," said Knapp.

Down By The Old Mill Stream 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

During a morning meeting on June 9, 
Mattapoisett Town Administrator Michael Gagne 
met with a group that included Brendan Annett, vice- 
president of Watershed Protection for the Buzzards 
Bay Coalition, Highway Surveyor Barry Denham, 
Conservation Agent Elizabeth Leidhold, Ken Motta of 
Field Engineering, and members of the Mattapoisett 
Historical Commission to discuss the status of the 
Acushnet Road culvert / dam replacement roadway 
project. 

The site is the location of the Tubb Mill, 
commonly referred to as the Tinkham Sawmill. The 
culvert collapsed some months ago requiring emergency 
repairs; however, the regulations, documents, and levels 
of review necessitated primarily by the Massachusetts 
Department of Transportation have pushed the 
construction start date into October. 

Gagne reported to the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen the evening of June 9 what he learned during 
the earlier meeting. He shared that the state requires a 
stepped series of construction drawings with each step 
being reviewed by the DOT before approval to move 
further along in the process is given. In April 2014, Field 
Engineering, in partnership with Denham and Leidhold, 
reached the first DOT construction drawing milestone of

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25 percent completion. In December 2014, the work was 
75 percent completed, and now, finally, 100 percent has 
been completed in June 2015. 

In December, Motta also began working with 
Annett on necessary conservation remediation to 
compensate for areas around the river that will be 
disturbed by the construction. Several options were 
debated. 

On June 9, Annett signed off on plans that will 
allow the majority of the remaining mill stones - large 
granite stones placed along the river's edge as it cascades 
over what remains of the mill works upstream - to stay 
in place. Some stones will be re-purposed for aesthetics 
in the culvert area. The Massachusetts Historical 
Commission, as well as Mattapoisett's Historical 
Commission, were both required to review restoration 
plans to ensure that what historical assets remained in the 
area were treated in a manner they found reasonable. The 
plan also achieved those goals. 

At this point, Gagne said, plans, specifications, 
and project estimates may be completed and released for 
public bidding in the near future. Timing will be critical, 
he said, for two reasons. 

First, the concrete culvert will take up to 30 
days to cure, and second, the asphalt plants shut down 
in December. Denham aims to get the culvert work 
completed sometime in October so that there is sufficient

permitted lawn space from 10,000 to nearly 22,000 square 
feet in this subdivision. 

What Craig offered was restoration of 992 square 
feet of wetlands within the buffer zone and an additional 
12,334 square feet of lawn to be returned to a more natural 
state. But the members of the commission were conflicted 
on how they could accept the plan. 

In 2007, Craig was issued a Certificate of 
Compliance. However, at that point in time, the 
manicured lawns had not been planted. The property 
was comprised of uplands and wetlands vegetation, the 
majority of which was to have remained in its natural 
state as per the agreement the developer had with the 
town and with the Buzzards Bay Coalition. 

Speaking on behalf of the BBC, Korrin Petersen, 
senior attorney stated, "The coalition wants to see all 
lawn turned over once and seeded with native plantings 
and return of the 75-foot no touch zone." She pointed out 
that Craig's plan only returns 59 percent of altered area to 
a more natural state instead of 100 percent, saying, "It sets 
a bad precedent for the town." 

Petersen told the commission that only 10,000 
square feet was originally approved for lawn area for all 
parcels in the subdivision, but the Craigs had exceeded 
that. In addition, information on the septic system had not 
been received and the stormwater swales needed to be 
restored.

Commission members Peter Newton and Tom 
Copps said they were unwilling to overturn a previous 
board's restrictions and were not comfortable with the 
plan. 

"They may go to the DEP/' said commission 
member Mike King. "[The] DEP may see this as a 
reasonable plan." 

Newton countered, "I need more time to wrestle 
with this, but we shouldn't make our decisions based on 
fear of the DEP."

Associates explained to the commission that the pier 
construction had changed since the previous hearing due 
to the discovery of sub-surface ledge. He now proposed 
a combination of pilings and steel rods driven into the 
bedrock to support the extended expanse. 

But it was the movement of the barrier beach 
that had the commission and resident Brad Hathaway 
concerned about the wisdom of the construction. 

Hathaway said, within the last year, the beach 
has moved 30 feet and, in recent years, as much as 100 
feet. He said that if a storm came through a breach in 
the barrier beach, it could leave the pier unreachable, 
rendering the structure useless.

Each phase of development, Johnson reminded 
Higgins, was to be completed before moving on to 
the next phase. The Town even cooperated in several 
instances, including the release of a string of lots in good 
faith, Johnson said, to help with the development of the 
project. 

"Now you go out there and there's a lot of stuff 
out there that hasn't been done, hasn't been touched," 
said Johnson. Homes are going up, said Johnson, "And at 
some point the Town's got to get caught up." 

Higgins heard Johnson loud and clear, and then 
commented on how disappointed he was that Motta did 
not immediately contact him regarding his findings. 

"He got overwhelmed/ said Johnson. "He didn't 
expect to see what he saw out there." 

Higgins suggested Motta call him before arriving 
for a site walk so he could join Motta, rather than wait to 
hear about his concerns until later. 

"If it's a public safety concern, then we're liable," 
said Higgins. "Public safety is really important to us." 

Planning Board member Gary Florindo, who 
also walked the site earlier that day, said he saw the site 
differently and he did not share the same major concerns 
as Johnson. 

"I look at it and, that's a big project and they're 
coming along pretty good," said Florindo. "I look at it as 
a construction site . . . and I can see that they're working 
forward to bring in a finished look." 

But Higgins acknowledged Johnson's issues 
and thanked him for bringing the safety matters to his 
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Little Harbor

Good Friday Debate Resurrected in Marion 

Marion School Committee

Making Good Friday an early dismissal day 
at Sippican School instead of a full day would be a fair 
compromise, thought Marion School Committee member 
Christine Winters, given the higher-than-usual absentee 
rate this past April 3 when Tri-Town schools opened their 
doors on the religious holiday for the first time in recent 
history. 

The committee was split on the idea, finally 
deciding not to act and to wait a year before revisiting 
the idea, but not without an ardent back and forth of 
opinions. 

Winters proposed the half day as a way of 
reaching a middle ground between those who want 
school on Good Friday and those who oppose. Newly 
elected Chairman Christine Marcolini was first to 
disagree, then joined by newly elected Vice-chairman 
Kate Ellen Houdelette. Winters thought that trying it as an 
early release could be a test run to see if attendance would 
improve next year. 

"We can try, it's certainly within our purview to 
do it," said Winters. "And given that it's a half day, it may 
be easier to get substitutes. Is it worth a try?" 

Marcolini asked if straying from the Tri-Town 
district-wide decision to keep Good Friday as a full day of 
school would "rock the boat." 

"That isn't going to be well received with our 
sister communities," said Marcolini. 

But, you are your own committee, said 
Superintendent Doug White. "By law, you have the ability 
to manage your own school district." Sippican School 
Principal Lyn Rivet voiced her preference for the half day 
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over the full day, since teachers reported the full day was 
overall an ineffective teaching day with the high absentee 
rate. 

"Teachers taught, but they knew several students 
were not going to be there," said Rivet. "You want a day 
that they're there with a full curriculum. It was not the 
sort of day that I would've liked it to be." 

Houdelette said she thinks attendance would be 
even lower if decreased to a half day. 

"Half days are sometimes questionable, at best," 
said Houdelette. She said she sees both sides of the 
argument, but in her talks with area parents, the majority 
appreciated having school on Good Friday, which is easier 
for working parents, she said. 

"I feel like, you stick to your guns a little bit," 
Houdelette said. "I hate letting teachers down . . . 
but, personally. I'm not willing to do a half day." She 
suggested reassessing next year. 

Marcolini concurred, but new School Committee 
member David MacDonald disagreed. He said there were 
a number of reasons why he disagreed, specifically saying, 
historically, the day has been a holiday. 

Speaking as a teacher herself, committee member 
Michelle Oullette said, "If absenteeism is high that day, it 
hurts us." 

"And I don't think it could be any worse than it 
was last year," said Winters in favor of the early release. 

Houdelette said establishing Good Friday as a 
half day would muddy the data the committee is seeking 
to collect to later assess the matter. For Houdelette, going 
from a full day to a half day would provide inconsistent 
data. She said she did not think making it an early release 
day would necessarily increase attendance. 

Winters referred to the past district-wide decision 
to give students the day before Thanksgiving off after 
assessing lower attendance data, pointing out that the 
threshold held to make the decision was much lower than 
the absentee rate for Good Friday this year. 

"If we're going to do this, then the same threshold 
has to apply," said Winters. 

Marcolini, seeing there was no united unanimous 
front amongst the committee to move forward with the

Welcome Danielle O’Brien to my practice 
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half day, urged the committee to close the conversation 
until next year. 

"But [with Thanksgiving], we did have the data 
on attendance for year after year," said Marcolini. "If the 
attendance is poor again . . . then I think we can more 
safely say this is a pattern [or] this is just a blip." 

Assistance Superintendent Elise Frangos 
suggested the committee devise a "religious 
accommodation plan" as other school districts have done 
to establish concrete policy on the Good Friday full school 
day. 

"It protects kids from being held to any 
assessment . . . and won't be held against them," said 
Frangos. "To say you cannot miss school on that day and 
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be hard and fast about it can become a tricky issue." 

Also during the meeting. Rivet said she is still 
watching class sizes for kindergarten and Grade 3 
closely as new families move into the new 40B housing 
development. Kindergarten is up to 54 students total, and 
Grade 3 is up to 70. Rivet said she expected Grade 3 to 
reach 71 by the coming Friday. 

"Both of those grade levels are big watches at this 
time," Rivet said. When asked if this was usual around 
this time of year. Rivet said no. 

"Usually we have none other than kindergarten 
coming in for registration," said Rivet. "This has been a 
little bit unusual."

Committee is September 2 at 6:30 pm at the Marion Town 
House. 


Committee Adopts School Improvement Plan

The Mattapoisett School Committee met for 
the last time in the 2014-2015 school year on June 9 to 
take care of several end-of-year tasks; primarily, the 
reorganization of the board, the approval of the School 
Improvement Plan, and the Teachers Memorandum of 
Agreement. 

The reorganization of the committee is a yearly 
task that must be done before the 2015-2016 school year 
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meetings begin. Satisfied with their positions on various 
subcommittees and with the leadership of Chairman 
James Higgins and Vice-Chairman Patrick Leclair, the 
committee voted unanimously to approve the same 
positions as the current year. 

The committee voted unanimously to approve 
the School Improvement Plan presented by Center School 
Principal Rosemary Bowman. The plan was broken down 
into four primary strategic goals that Bowman and others 
hope to accomplish by June 2018. 

The first goal surrounds the idea of, as Bowman 
put it, teaching the whole child. This includes creating a 
curriculum that not only considers academic growth, but 
also the social and emotional growth of the students in 
the Mattapoisett School District. 

"There is a strong focus on how to create the best 
school culture, how to provide services for children to 
support their social, emotional needs," Bowman said. 

The second goal is focused on developing 
relationships with all relevant parties across the Tri-Town 
districts. This includes parties such as school resource 
officer Matthew McGraw and those who provide grants 
to the schools such the League of Women Voters. 

This goal also encompasses caring for the 
safety of the students. New lockdown education 
initiatives will focus more on teaching the 
students about potential lockdown scenarios. 


rv 
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including 'what-ifs' and giving students of 
different ages the opportunity to practice 
lockdowns. 

"This enhanced lockdown will be stressed even 
more carefully next year, but Matthew McGraw has been 
an excellent resource to us," Bowman said. 

The third goal stressed the implementation of 
21 st Century technology further into the classrooms. 

The technology that has been and will continue to be 
implemented includes interactive teaching boards and 
personal Chromebook laptops. 

The focus of the goal is not just to provide 
students with technology, but to help guide children 
in learning about being online citizens on the Internet, 
which includes responsible behavior teaching and media 
literacy. 

"If we can start teaching them from an early age, I 
think it will be helpful," Bowman said. 

The fourth goal looks to examine the current 
organizational structure and system to make sure that it is 
the most efficient it can be. 

Later in the meeting, the committee voted 
unanimously to ratify the Teachers Memorandum of 
Agreement. The memorandum has been developed in 
concert with the committee and the teachers and was 
approved at the Tuesday night meeting following little 
discussion. 

Just prior to the end of the meeting. 
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Superintendent Douglas White brought up an issue about 
the administration of medicine to students who are out 
on field trips. The plan would train teachers to administer 
certain medications to students should they need it. This 
would negate the need for a nurse to go on every field 
trip allowing her or him to stay at the school. According 
to White, this is already a practice at other schools in the 
district. 

"Many times our students go on field trips and 
one of the things that needs to happen is we need to make 
sure that student medication and the ability to handle 
any emergencies around an Epi-pen administration takes 
place," White said. 

Each student would have a box dedicated 
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with her or his name on it, which would contain any 
medications she or he needs. The committee approved the 
plan to train teachers with these skills unanimously. 

The next Mattapoisett School Committee meeting 
is scheduled for September 14 at 7:00 pm at the Center 
School. 


ORRHS Revises Handbook Addressing E-Cigs 

ORR Update

In order to adapt to changes in technology 
and behavior among young adults, the Old Rochester 
Regional High School Student Handbook is always 
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changing. A new rule added earlier this year is cracking 
down on the use of electronic cigarettes, which come 
in many shapes and forms, making them a hard item 
to regulate. Although not an epidemic, the number 
of disciplinary cases involving 'e-cigarettes' has risen 
steadily as their popularity continues to increase. 

Assistant Principal Michael Parker reported there 
have been five or six cases involving e-cigarettes recently. 
Parker, Principal Michael Devoll, and School Nurse Kim 
Corazzini provided their take on the issue of young 
people and e-cigs. 

For the uninitiated, most electronic cigarettes 
contain nicotine, and some public health groups say they 
may be as unhealthy or nearly as unhealthy as cigarettes. 
Also referred to as Napes' or sold as hookah pens, their 
use has skyrocketed as advertising campaigns targeting 
young people have become more prominent in the last 
three years. This comes at a time when the usage levels of 
traditional cigarettes have declined sharply among teens 
and young adults. 

Corazzini referred to e-cigs as another marketing 
ploy by cigarette companies struggling to maintain 
business. 

"A few years back, a lot of money went to a 
campaign to stop teen smoking. To make sure the laws for 
18-year olds were enforced," Corazzini said. Now she sees 
e-cigarettes as new technology aimed at making smoking 
"look cool again." 
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Noting the health risks associated with e-cigarette 
usage, Corazzini listed the effects of 'vaping' and 
e-cigarette use reported. 

" Asthma, breathing issues, and all of those 
things," said Corazzini. "Unfortunately, there's no 
regulation for these things. They're not regulated by the 
FDA." 

Corazzini hopes that e-cigarettes don't become a 
huge problem in the high school. 

"As high-schoolers have more freedom, they 
smoke or turn to other drugs outside of school. It seems 
e-cigarettes are more of a problem at the junior high so 
far," she said. 

"[E-cigarettes] are a tobacco product ... morphed," 
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she concluded. 

Parker calls the handbook a "work in progress." 
"Whether it's electronics or things on bullying," 
said Parker. "The only difference is e-cigs are specifically 
not allowed in school now." 

E-cigs, according to Mr. Parker, are treated the 
same as normal cigarettes discipline- wise. 

"It's a two-day suspension for e-cig use. It's 
become a problem because they're out in society, but it's 
only been a handful of cases." 

Warning about the health risks that e-cigarettes 
pose, Parker said, "You don't know what can be put in 
them now. It's not just vapor." 

Devoll agreed with Parker's opinion regarding 
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the student handbook. 

"Our handbook is constantly evolving with the 
times," he said. "I believe it (the policy change) was made 
to tighten up our substance policy," said Devoll, adding 
that it was ORR's goal to help students make healthy and 
safe decisions. 

In addition to inserting the new rule into the 
handbook, Devoll plans to further combat the e-cig issue 
by bringing more awareness to it. 

"The first time we address it with a student, it's 
an educational piece," said Devoll, "because students 
don't connect it to use and abuse of substances." 

It will be interesting to see if e-cigarettes continue 
to gain in popularity in the coming years or if they'll 
burn out and prove to be nothing but a fad. Whatever 
the outcome is, ORR leaders such Devoll, Parker, and 
Corazzini are working their hardest to encourage healthy 
decision making in their students. 


Boys' Lacrosse Makes History with Postseason Win

Girls' Tennis: The Lady Bulldogs received the 
No. 7 seed in the Division 3 South state tournament, 
and like the boys, knocked out their opening opponent. 
No. 10 East Bridgewater, in a clean 5-0 shutout. Old 
Rochester got wins from Julia Nojeim (first singles), 
Morgan Middleton (second singles), Olivia Bellefeuille 
(third singles), Emma Collings and Alexis Parker (first 
doubles), and Sophie Church and Katelyn Bindas 
(second doubles). With the win, the girls advance to 
the quarterfinals, where they will face their toughest 
competition in No. 2 seed Dover-Sherborn. 

Track: This week, several of ORR's track athletes 
competed in the All-State Meet, where the best athletes 
around the state in all divisions gather to compete for 
individual championships. The highlight for the Bulldogs 
was senior Kevin Saccone, who rushed straight from 
graduation to Fitchburg to compete. Saccone placed 
second in the long jump with a leap of 22'3. 75" and placed 
sixth in the hurdles in 14.74 seconds. Saccone qualified for 
the New England Championships, held in Saco, Maine, 
in both events. Other participants for ORR came from 
Zoe Smith (13th in the 100-meter hurdles, 17th in the 
high jump) and the girls' 4x800-meter relay, comprised of 
Nina Bourgeois, Rachel Scheub, Sam Ball, and Madisen 
Martin, which placed 21st overall. 

Boys' Lacrosse: The boys' lacrosse team, 
who received the No. 2 seed in the Division 3 South 
state tournament, earned two huge wins this week to 
advance to the semifinals of the tournament. In their 
opening round, the Bulldogs handily defeated No. 15 
seed Cardinal Spellman 18-10. ORR got goals from

There, 
the Bulldog defense was at its best, with goalie Gerald 
Lanagan recording 15 saves in net to squander any 
offensive momentum Bourne could muster. Offensively, 
ORR was once again led by Lizotte, who scored six goals 
in the game.

Girls' Lacrosse: Like the boys' lacrosse team, 
the Lady Bulldogs, who received the No. 4 seed in the 
Division 2 South state tournament, opened up their 
postseason run with two big wins to advance to the 
semifinals. The girls defeated No. 13 seed Sacred Heart in 
their opening round with a massive 18-2 blowout, thanks 
largely in part to a balanced offensive effort from the Lady 
Bulldogs. Fourteen different players scored for ORR, with 
Bailey Truesdale, Maddie Cooney, Sarah Ryan, and Ali 
Hulsebosch sharing the top scoring spot with two goals 
apiece. The girls then advanced to face their SCC rival 
and No. 5 seed Apponequet, whom they shared the SCC 
championship with this year. Thanks to a strong second 
half, the girls opened up their 5-4 lead from halftime to 
defeat the Lady Lakers 15-9. Truesdale led in scoring with 
four goals. The girls advance to the semifinals, where they 
will face No. 1 seed Nor well in what will likely be their 
toughest game of the tournament.

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Killer Cinema

L.A. Slasher . Starring Mischa Barton and Danny 
Trejo. Directed by Martin Owen. Running time: 85 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

The horror/ satire L.A. Slasher is the kind of 
film that has no character names, just generic labels: 
The Actress, The Reality Star, etc. They don't matter 
as people, just as abstract concepts symbolizing 
how TV is ruining culture and society. Well, not if 
you don't watch it, but never mind. The eponymous 
villain dresses all in white and an emotionless, 
androgynous mask, and he goes after people famous 
for being famous. There's The Heiress (Elizabeth 
Morris), who hangs out with The Socialite (Korrina 
Rico). Both are abducted to add to the L.A. Slasher's 
collection, along with The Teen Mom (Tori Black) 
and The Reality Star (Brooke Hogan). There's The 
Actress (Mischa Barton), whose best friend is The 
Stripper (Marisa Lauren). 

The filmmaking, by debut feature writer- 
director Martin Owen, is woozy and candy- 
colored — aggressively trippy overall, with many 
Dutch angles, swimmy camerawork, and general 
indifference to coherent action. When a character 
is run over by a truck, I couldn't tell whether the 
murder's awful staging is due to low budget or to 
directorial ineptitude. Another character seems to 
be drowned, but later shows up alive, just in time to 
be axed to death. The movie doesn't like any of the 
victims, so we don't either; in fact, the movie seems 
to agree with the L.A. Slasher that they deserve 
to die. As I've said of similar films in the past, it 
redefines "black comedy" as a movie in which 
people die and we don't have to care. 

The closest thing to a hero is The Actress, 
by virtue of not being openly obnoxious. Like a lot 
of performers here, Mischa Barton is asked to draw 



from some degree of personal experience in playing 
The Actress, who has a history of drug problems. 
Doofus pop star Drake Bell, most noted lately for 
an unkind tweet about Caitlyn Jenner, plays The 
Pop Star, a doofus. Eric Roberts is around for a few 
minutes as The Mayor, who drinks and whores 
around, in case you started to think the movie's 
contempt was strictly female-focused. Even so -- and 
throwing in The Producer (Tim Burke), a scuzzy 
casting-couch type — the film does relish the torture 
and bloodletting visited upon the women far more 
than that upon the men. I point this out merely to 
discredit the film's stance that everyone in it gets 
what's coming to them — they do, but some get it in 
a much more sadistic manner that belies satire and 
sidles up to misogynistic wish fulfillment. 

L.A. Slasher is fairly awful and useless, 
with a fixation on the '80s (including a soundtrack 
full of real or fake '80s music) that doesn't do it 
many favors. Slasher movies, after all, were less 
pretentious and more fun in that decade; they didn't 
pretend to make heavy statements about the media 
and its various parasites. Worse, the killer talks, 
going on and on about L.A. and its menagerie of 
freaks and poseurs, and the voice belongs to none 
other than Andy Dick. At least we don't have to 
look at him, but we still hear his tinny mocking 
honk as the Slasher, and it severely challenged any 
attempt on my part to sympathize with the devil. 

I may agree with some of the Slasher's jaundiced 
commentary, but that doesn't mean I want to see the 
Kardashians or Snooki tortured, and the experience 
becomes rancid and mean. Even Danny Trejo and 
Dave Bautista as two drug dealers (credited as, yes. 
Drug Dealer #1 and #2) can't redeem it.
